"The fact Is." Governor Blaine con- 


cluded, "that there Is an anthracite 
coal monopoly consisting of seven rail- 
roads and dominated by J. P. Morgan 
and company." adding that there 
should bo no increase In coal prices.

HEARTBURN 


A burning or gnawing sensation In the esophagus 


jf you know where that is, enjoys the common nami 
of heartburn or cardjalgla. Cardl-algla means-hear 
pain. 
The upper opening of the stomach. dowi 


where tho esophagus ends, is called the cardla, and 
It Is. to be sure, close to the heart. 


The burning or gnawing sensation called heart 


burn Is usually caused by regurgltatlon of the acid 
material from the stomach into the lower part o 
the esophagus through tho cardla. If the regurglta 
tlon or backflow goes far enough to reach the up 
per end of the esophagus or tho throat, the Irrita 
tlon of the (throat by the acid Is called waterbrash 
sometimes this throat Irritation extends to tho lar 
ynx where the vocal oords are housed and causes 
husklness 'of the voice. 
When the regurgitation 


goes still farther as often happens in sleep, the 
tongue becomes heavily 
coated 
and the sleeper 


awakes with a very disagreeable taste- in his mouth 
or has a foul breath. None of these conditions is 
peculiar to any particular disease or disturbance 
They may occur In healthy individuals. especial!:, 
when the stomach happens to have more gas than 
it can hold comfortably. 
Gas Is normally present 


in the stomach in moderate quantities during di 
gestlon: if present in excessive amount the escape 
of the gas through tho cardia. is likely to bo ac- 
companied with a squirt of acid gastric Juice, which 
produces the heartburn, or if it goes higher, water- 
>rash. 


Remember that the gastric juice is normally very 


?cid and that heartburn and waterbrash are not 
rarely felt by healthy persons. 


Regularly recurring heartburn which comes on 


when the stomach Is empty (two or three hours 
after meals) and is perhaps relieved by a little food, 
suggests the possibility of ulcer in the stomach or 
n the duodenum, but the same thing occurs in 
many cases of so called "indigestion" or "dyspep- 
sia" due to gallstones, or chroirfc" appendicitis. A 
•cink in the region of the ileo-caecal valve (where the 
.mall intestine empties into large intestine) is some- 
imes- the cause of this trouble. 
I mention these 


>athological factors reluctantly. They need not be 
:onsidered where the heartburn or waterbrash Is 
ransient. 
' 


The main thing to be overcome, when one wishes 
o relieve heartburn is the acidity; obviously this 
calls for alkalis. Were it not for the fact that so- 
lurn bicarbonate (saleratus. soda) gives rise to con 
iderable gas (carbon dioxide, carbonic acid gas) 
when it reacts with acid, this familiar home remedy 
rould be ideal. 
Milk* o? magnesia is rather more 


agreeable to take, and does not give rise to gas it- 
self, though it is somewhat more laxative in effect 
han soda. If soda is taken for heartburn, any- 
vhere from a. pinch to a. small spoonful may be tak- 
n. The dose of inJlk of rnzjgnesia is about a tabie- 
poonful. 
In all cases of heartburn or waterbrash. whether 


rivial or serious, reverse peristalsis or balky pens- 
alsis (onward wave movements in the alimentary 
ract) is about as important as the acidity itself in 
reducing the symptom. Harsh physics may in- 
rease this backfire and aggravate the very discom- 
ort they purport to relieve.
